In the first few games of every 
season the teams with most of their 
people back, especially backs, have 
a very definite advantage over those 
team s faced with re-building. While 
the inexperienced team is trying to 
find and teach players the experi­ 
enced teams are working on the finer 
points of the game, such as timing. 
Adding to the local problem is 
that fact that we have a new coach­ 
ing staff with allot the changes that 
this always brings about. 
We feel sure that as our boys 
gain p o i s e and confidence as the 
season progresses they will make a 
good showing for themselves. 


If you are a football fan you have 
no doubt heard of the veer option 
football play that b e c a m e famous 
last year. If you have but are not 
sure just what it is you will be in­ 
terested in the following c o l u m n 
written for the A n d r e w s County 
News by Coach Edd Farm er. Edd is 
a form er Hamlin coach who is well 
remembered by many fans here. 
This is Edd’s first column for 
the News and as Editor James Rob­ 
erts points out in his column intro­ 
ducing this new feature, ’’Football 
from the Technical Side”, Edd is 
well qualified to write a column on 
the technical side of football. He is 
areal student of the game and being 
a math major he tends to approach 
everything from this point of view. 
The f ol I ow ing is taken from 
this first column: 
"The veer option football play 
is the current fad and most contro­ 
versial subject on the gridiron today. 
"This offensive football play is 
designed to give the quarterback the 
choice of giving to the fullback up 
the middle, keeping the ball himself 
off tackle or pitch wide to the swing­ 
ing halfback. 
"This makes the defense react 
to three areas of attack to stop the 
play. Since most football plays are 
designed only to attack one or two 
areas of defensive alignment, this 
play poses a most difficult problem 
for defensive coaches and players. 
(Really, its driving them crazy!) 
"The only c o n s o l a t i o n that 
comes to the defense is the fact that 
the veer play is the most intricate 
football offensive play to execute 
properly. 
"It involves, within a 3. 5 sec­ 
ond time span, the removal of all 
but two defensive linemen and one 
defensive secondary player toward 
the side the play is to run. When this 
is done the quarterback must see 
and react to the nearest or first, of 
the two defensive players, (who are 
not blocked on the line) to give or 
not to give to the fullback up the mid­ 
dle. 
"He reacts to the second man, 
when the f u 11 b a c k is taken by the 
first defensive player, to keep him- 
off tackle or pitch to the halfback as 
the second defensive player com­ 
m its. Should the play d e v e l o p to 
where the ball is pitched to the half­ 
back a wide play comes sim ilar to 
the old power sweep with only one 
lead blocker. 
"This lead blocker, who is the 
other halfback, must execute a chop 
block on the perim eter defender. 
The difficulty here is the fact that 
this defender is coached to never be 
blocked down. 
’lf all goes well and n o t h i n g 
fails to this point the only thing left 
for some valuable yardage is for the 
runner to zig, zag, jump, etc. for 
his life away from the rest of the 
defensive team who will surely be 
mad along about this time for the 
play having got this far along with­ 
o u t an o f f e n s i v e mistake being 
made.

Within each volume the titles covered are arranged alphabetically (a table of 
contents shows at a glance what is included). In the back is an author index, and 
in the new Fourth Series there is a cumulative index which makes the whole group 
simple to use. Each entry gives the background of the book covered—when pub­ 
lished, the locale, a list of characters, a critique, and a synopsis. For books which 
cannot be synopsized, essay-reviews are used, in themselves critiques. The concise 
summaries are prepared by first-class writers, mostly college English teachers, and 
all entries are carefully rechecked for accuracy. 


Each volume contains about 1,200-1,300 pages. Virtually all literature studied in 
high school and college courses—plus many other titles—is included. 


First Series: In this original volume there are plot stories of 510 famous novels, 
plays, tales, and epic poems. The carefully selected list covers more than twenty 
centuries of tales that have delighted mankind—from the Golden Age to the 
Atomic Age, from Beowulf to Bambi. 


Second Series: Five hundred additional sequence-by-sequence plot stories from 
the world's finest literature—novels, drama, and narrative poetry, selected for popu­ 
lar as well as classic appeal. The range here is from Aeschylus through Maria 
Edgeworth to T. S. Eliot and Alberto Moravia. 


Third Series: Plot stories of T il famous novels and plays and essay-reviews of 
223 works of philosophy, poetry, and other classics. In this volume philosophy 
and other non-narrative works appear for the first time. The range is from Hesiod 
to Samuel Beckett, with stops in between for Bacon, Carlyle, Cicero, Petrarch, 
and Francois Villon, to name only a few. 


Fourth Series: Besides the valuable cumulative index for all four books, this 
volume rounds out the series for balance. Fiction and drama are included among 
the 500 tides, with stress on modern writers, but there is also emphasis on poetry 
and nonfiction. Faulkner, Purdy, Camus, Tolkien, and Nabokov are a few of 
the novelists. There are the essays of Thoreau, Hazlitt, and Virginia Woolf; the 
journals of Lewis and Clark and of Andre Gide; the letters of Mine. de S£vign£, 
Emily Dickinson, Pliny the Younger, and D. H. Lawrence, plus many other 
favorites old and new.

Agricultural c h e m i c a l s 
commonly used as herbicides, 
insecticides, 
defoliants 
and 
dessicants, are necessary for 
profitable cotton 
production 
in Texas. Some of these ehemi- 
sals are highly toxic to live­ 
stock and animal death can 
occur 
when treated fields 
are grazed. 
Besides causing direct death 
to animals, chemical residues 
from treated fields may con­ 
taminate meat or milk and 
make them subject to seizure 
under state and feredal regu­ 
lations, 
advises the county 
agent. 


It is a producer’s responsi­ 
bility to adhere to specific 
restriction on grazing fields 
treated with any pesticide or 
harvest aid chemicals. Follow 
all label instructions, and if 
in doubt about grazing restric­ 
tions, check with your county 
agricultural agent before live­ 
stock are permitted to graze 
treated fields.

Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his Johnson 
grass farm on Route One dis­ 
covers an off-shoot of inflation 
this week. We hadn’t thought 
about it. 
Dear editar: 
I knew everything was go­ 
ing up, for example it used 
to be that one terrorist was 
worth say one hostage but 
now one is claimed to be 
worth around a hundred a c ­ 
cording to Arab mathematics, 
but 
it took a 
report by a 
bunch of economists to really 
underscore the notion. 
According to an article I 
read last night in a Sunday 
newspaper which would have 
cost me a quarter if I'd got­ 
ten it off a newsstand in town 
instead of a fence out here, 
these economists have figured 
that if the present rate of 
annual rise in the cost of liv­ 
ing index 
continues for the 
next 30 years, 
by the year 
2,000 a $3,500 car will cost 
$17,000, a $400 color TV will 
cost $2,800, a $20 bag of to­ 
day’s groceries will cost $114, 
and a $25,000 home will cost 
$147,000. 
Now you understand that 
farmers 
have 
never 
been 
brought under the cost oI liv­ 
ing index, 
that is not com­ 
pletely, only half way — they 


pay more for what they buy 
all right just like everybody 
else but they don’t get more 
for what they sell 
(cattle 
prices on the hoof are a lit­ 
tle less now than they were 
15 years ago), so I have done 
a little figuring and find that 
while today for example it 
takes 11,666 dozen eggs to 
buy a $3^500 car, 30 years 
from now it will take 56,666- 
dozen, which will certainly 
be a strain on chicken farm­ 
ers and I won’t even mention 
the fright of their chickens. 
Or take wheat farmers. If 
it’ll take 5 times as many 
bushels of wheat to buy a car 
30 years from now as it does 
today, what in the world are 
they going to do with all that 
wheat? I don't have the time 
or the head for it, 
but you 
figure up how many bales of 
cotton it’ll 
take to buy a 
$147,000 house. 
It staggers 
the imagination and strains 
an adding machine. 
I don’t know anything about 
how to control inflation and 
if anybody else does he hasn’t 
shown up, but at least some­ 
body had better start raising 
the price us fanners get if 
they don’t want the country 
swamped up to its neck in 
cotton, 
grain, 
fruits, 
vege­ 
tables, 
eggs and chickens.

Commission blames the con­ 
tract moratorium on the re­ 
cent holdback of part of Tex­ 
as’ apportionment from the 
Federal Highway Trust Fund. 
Action came at a time when, 
highway construction was at 
its highest. For the past two 
months, pay-out for construc­ 
tion completed by Texas Con­ 
tractors has set new records 
because of favorable weather, 
in dollar volume. 
Contractors were paid $42.- 
6 million in July for 
work 
completed in June and $46.3 
million in August for work 
completed in July. Payments 
represented work on 501 con­ 
tracts in June am! 593 con­ 
tracts in July. 
Federal Aid Highway Act. 
of 1968. as approved by Con­ 
gress, provides 
that states 
should receive $5.4 million for 
the 1971 fiscal year from the 
Highway Trust Fund. Amount 
allocated, however, was re­ 
duced by the Adminustration. 
Highway Commission Chair­ 
man Dewitt Greer 
said, to 
$4.6 billion nationally and re­ 
sulted in a reduction of the 
Texas share from $275 million 
to $210 million — $65 mil­ 
lion less than was expected. 
P mce chIs 
in the Federal 
Highway Trust Fund are de­ 
rived from special taxes levied 
on motor vehicle users. Fund 


was set up in 1956 to provide 
a stable source of revenue for 
tile constriction of National 
System of Irterstate and De­ 
fense Highways.

Speaker Gas Mutscher made 
a trip to Washington seek­ 
ing better interpretation of 
recent Social Security regu­ 
lations which threaten to close 
158 of tho state’s hospitals. 
Most are in rural areas and 
are having extreme difficulty 
complying with now regula­ 
tions such as the one requir­ 
ing them to have registered 
nurses on duty 
around the 
clock. A Texas nursing short­ 
age of 10.000, plus the difficul­ 


ty of finding nurses willing to 
live in smaller communities, 
contribute to the problem. 
Hospitals which do not com­ 
ply with the regulations are 
in danger of having Medicare 
payments terminated, which 
would in turn force them to 
close their doors. Representa­ 
tive Cory, who is chairman 
of a special Speakers’ Com­ 
mittee on Texas Health Care, 
noted that Texas, because of 
sparse population 
in wide 
areas of the state, has 40 per 
cent of the nation’s Class 7C 
hospitals.
